The United States Marshals Service (USMS) is in receipt of your Freedom of 
Information/Privacy Act (FOIA/PA) request for records descripted in the above 
subject and received in this office on June 21, 2018. Pursuant to your request the 
USMS conducted a search of its records and files within the Prisoner Operation 
Division (POD) which failed to locate any USMS records responsive to the your 
request. Therefore we are unable to fulfill your request.

If you submit your appeal by mail, both the letter and 
the envelope should be clearly marked "Freedom of Information Act Appeal."
